New York, Deo. 10 — The offices ol 
the Ouban junta were besieged yester- 
day \j iqii^oaiite for enlistment in the 
Gnban army. Even before any officials 
connected with the legation had arrived, 
a crowd of sturdy young men stood at 
the entnmo* to Uls beftdquixtm wait- 
ing ' f dr the Aabat td open, and befttre 

9 o'clock the Cuban cansc could have 
had 60 able-bodied recmits. All were 
dlndMed with the infonnstion that nc 
men were wanted. 

The Cuban ollicials said that tney had 
been quite overwlu'lmed with applica- 
tiolu and that daring the last 24 honn 
neariySOO men had applied for enliat* 
ment, all of whom had been_ refaaedi 
owing to the law prohibiting enlist- 
ments here for service in foreipjn 
armlea. Many more applicatious had 
also been raoeiTad hy mail firom nearby 
cities.

RECRUITS FROM COLORADO. 

Three Ilunilred Men .llroaily .Vrmed and 
lOqiiippt-U For the War. 

Denver, Di e. 16.— The facts became 
known last night that aside from the 
regUbsBtof Onbui vdnnteen that is 
being organized htafi nnder the leader- 
ship of Attorney McAndrew, a company 
of 300 men has been (juietly rai-'^ed liy 
Dr. Homer L. Darnell, a surgeon of the 
Darnell sanitarinm, and is now ready to 
start for Cnba as soon as arrangements 
can be made for their transportatiou 
from the Atlantic coast to the island. 

The members of the' company are all 
said to be men at means and have 
armed and equipped themselvee at their 
own expense and only ask that the Cu- 
ban junta at New York arrange for their 
safe Madlng on Cuban soil.

A STRONG AND DECISIVE POLICY. 



It Call* en ttip ^rrretarj of State For In- 
formation Itelatlng to tlie ('oiupetUiir 
Prlaonere and Other American CItliens 
Held In Cuba bjr the Spanlah Author I- 
tles— Proceedinf* of CongreM. 
Washinuton, Dec. 1(1. —Senator Mor- 
gan of Alabama held the attention of 
the senate and well-fUIed galleries for 
an hour yesterday by his earnest advo- 
cacy of a strong and decisive policy in 
dealing with the Cuban (lU'stimi. The 
prominence of Mr. Xlnrpin in the Cuban 
debate of tlie last session, when hi- hail 
charge of the Cuban resolutions repcirt- 
ed from the committee on foreign rela- 
tions, gave special interest to his speech 
yesterday. He spoke in dispassionate 
style, although his w»rd8 had a direct- 
ness atid severity in picturing the hor- 
rors existing in Cnba SOOh aS is iddcni 
heard iu the s' liatr.

Mr. Morgan spoke freely of the possi- 
bilitit s of war, welcoming it if neces- 
sary to guarantee the protection of 
American citizens. He asserted that 
Spain's bankruptcy would prevent the 
collection of any indemnity for wrojtgs. 
The senator questioned the wisdom of 
the j)resident"s position tliat the ^,'rai;t- 
ing of l>elli;:erfnt rights would b" •'un- 
timely." Mr. Morgan's views on tiie 
line of action which should be adoptxl 
was suniiip-d up in the following: 

"Although 1 believe that belligerent 
ri;,'lits should b<- accorded the Cubans, 
iiiasninch .a.s tlie president prefers a 
more coercive jKilicy and warns Spain 
that the time is near for decisive tu-tion, 
I will sujiport him in any movement 
that will save our [leoph^ on that island 
from further outrage;! will not ob- 
struct his course with (piestions of i)ro- 
pinety, but will follow the colors when 
planted by tin' i»resi(lent on tlio ad- 
vanced ground that the concession of 
belligerent ri),'lits has become "untime- 
ly" and that our duty now denninds ac- 
tive intervention. If that crumbles 
aw. 13', 1 will ai,'ain fal4 V)ack on the posi- 
tion that a just care tor our people re- 
<|uires us to declare an armed neutrality 
ready to assail eit her lielli^,'erent that 
inflicts wrongs on our own people. If 
the president should say 'the time lias 
arrived, the hour has struck' would any 
American b»' so base as not to hold up 
his hands while the battlt> is raging." 

At the close of Mr. Morgan's sikh-cIi 
his resolution was adopted ro<iuftstiiig 
the secretary' of state for papers and in 
formation relative to the Competitor 
prisoners and other American citizens 
held ia Cuba by the S])anish autiiontieK 

The question of pa,ssiug the bill grant- 
ing Nancy Allabach a 'pension, the veto 
of the president notwithstauding, occa- 
sioned considerable debate, but was 
flmdly passed over the veto, yeas 41, 
nays 11. 

Early in the day Mr. Allen introduced 
a resolution for the appointment of a 
committee of nine senators to investi 
gate the extent to which money was 
DSed in the recent presidential election.

It denies the 
right of .serial novels to admission to the 
mails at the newspaper cent per p<mnd 
rates, denies to newspapers tlie .sample 
copy privilej,!e, prohibits tho return of 
un.sold publications at pound rates aud 
makes some other oluuiges iu the pres- 
ent ]uw dedgnad to ooneot esistiug 
abases. 

A change in the seeond class moil 
matter law has been repeatedly urged 
by successive postmaster generals. It 

was estimated that the abuses of the 
law had cost the government $240,000,- 
( (H) in the last 10 years. Mr. Loud of 
('alifornia, the author of tho measure, 
brought it forward yesterday quite uu- 
expectedly to a majority of the mem- 
bers of the house. The opposition led 
by Mr. Qnigg of New York inaugurat<'d 
a lilibnstcr and attempted to prevent its 
cousiderafion by adjourning, but tho 
hoxuie stood by Mr. Loud on two, votes, 
defeating the opposition— 184 to'lOland 
141 to 88. The oppositifln, how*v«r. w 
hopeful of. defeating the measure when 
it is put on its final passsge.

JACKSON TRIAL WITNESSES. 

Sohu Seward and William Trnnty Sent to 

tlie IVnileiitliiry. 

Newi'out, Ky., D( c. IH. — An echo of 
Scott .Jackson's trial for the murder of 
Pearl Bryan was h<>ard in the Campbell 
county circuit court yesterday, when 
John Seward and William Trusty were 
arraigned for subornation of perjury 
I'.nd perjury respectively. Rr.th entered 
l)leas of guilty. Seward was s< ntcnced 
to two years' conflnetnent and Trnsty to 
one year in the Kentucky penitentiary. 

S^nrd is a self-styled detective, who 
was encaged to secure evidence in de- 
fense < f Alonzo Walling. While Scott 
.Jaclison's trial was in progress Seward 
r. iioried a lot of <!' T Msive t( stiniony to 
Walling's counsel, who in turn in- 
formed Jackson's attorneys of its na- 
ture. It was decided to use that evi- 
dence in Jackson's defense, and Trusty 
was placed au the witness stand. He 
swore to having been engaged by one 
Carry Evans to drive a cab from a nonse 
on Ufcorge street, Cincinnati, to New- 
port. 

He testilled that the dead body of a 
woman was placed in the cab, and that 
he drove it to a designated rendezvous 
in Newport, where be was met by a 
professional looking man, who got in 
and directed him to drive to Fort 
Thomas. He drove the cab to the exact 
jpot where the headless body of Piiirl 
Bryan was found, he said, and here the 
professional looking man alightefl .-md 
carried off the corpse. He drove the 
cab back to the Newport and Cincinnati 
bridge, where he turned it over to an 
unknown man. 

Under cross-examination, Trusty wa- 
vered, and was told to remain in e<iurt. 
Carrie Evans was put on the stanil to 
eorroliorate Trusty, but instead turned 
state's evidence. .She swore that the 
story told by Trusty w.as manufactured 
by .Seward, and that she. Trusty and 
one ( Jeorge Dayton had lieen hin'd by 
.Seward to swear to the story. The 
woman swore that Seward had prom- 
ised to inari-y her, shonld she testify as 
he desired. 

Seward and Trusty were ariestid and 
ri'leased on bond. The bond had a i l 
hours' limitation, and at its limiiatioi 
lK)th Seward and Trusty tied, 'i'hey 
were subsef|iiently rearrest<Ml in tli 
mountains of Kentucky. Seward live 
at Somerset, Ky., and is Trusty's uncle 
Trusty's liome is at Champaign, 111.- 
Tlie plea of guilty was induced by a 
confession having pravioosly been made 
by Trusty.

Ur grantod in 1834 in 1890 the Kentucky 
Legislature passed a law Using a maxi- 
mum schedule of rates which the com-

The corporation con- 
tested the validity of the act in the courts, 
and fought it on ground that it impaired 
the oontrack between the Sute and the 
company, set out in its charter, and on 
the further ground that the reduction in 
tolls was so serious as to amount practi- 
cally to a confiscation of the company's 
property ; that the law was a practical de- 
nial of the equal protection fif the law, 
and in violation of the Federal Constitu- 
tion. 

The State courts sustained the act of 
1890. In the Supreme Court to-day the 
law WM held (Justice Harlan delivering 

the opinion) to Ik- not inmlid becaii^r of any 
iinixiirtumt (if contract, nor on the grmouU 
of i; denial of equal protection, but because 
the court below refused to allow the com- 
pany to go into the question of the rea- 
sonableness of the rates charged by it. 
Therefore, the dedalon below was re- 
▼wsed, wad the caNC remanded for a new 
trIaL 

The bill mentioned in the above dis- 

patch was <lrawii and jiasaeil by Senator 
William Goebel, of Kenton County. 
Since the pa s ige of the law the turn- 
pikes have made a bitter fight to invali- 
date it. Said Senator Goebel last uight : 
"The dispatches I have seen from 
Washington indicate that the reversal of 
the Court of Appeals is a technical one, 
and in that event the legal result will be 
the at€Muhmnt oj the law. In the appeal 
several diftlsrent grounds for a reversal of 
judgment were claimed. It was (claimed 
that the turnpikes had a charter con- 
tract; that the law was special legislation, 
and that the redaction of the toll rates 
was so great that the pikes could not be 
Bustained. 

"The law has been in force for five 
years and the roada have continued to 
run. The question as to the legality of 
the law was disposed of in the State 
court upon a demurrer. In the present 
reversal, therefore, it appears thatlwhat 
the turnpike people claim to be true is as- 
sumed to be true and hence that the 
whole matter is sent back to be tried. A 
j ury will have to decide the point at iuue 
and it may be much more euily main- 
t.iined now than it could be live years 
ago. There is one i:uportant fact in- 
volwd. If the tumpikea make this fight 
and lose, their charters wOl be forfeited, 
for they have a charter contract or no 
contract.

The propoaitioa of the Washington

A few months ago he 
manied Miss Mand Dixon, the leading 
woman of Iiis company, who was at liis 
bedaide when he died. 

Salvini waa bom in Rome on Dec. 21 .

His first attempt was iu Olai-n 
Mwria' company. He then apent two 
aeasona witli Haigaret Mather. In 1885 
the elder Salvini came to America and 
his Rou Joined his company.

The committee on grievances at once 
began oonaidetlng the oaae of the Inthe- 
worken and machinisto (rf Olevehmd. 
The exeentlTe ootmdl disposed of most 
of the pievances this year before the 
convention aaaembled. Most of the agi- 
tation is for an effective eight-hour law, 
and the establishment of a defense fund, 
vith an assessment of two cents per 
capita, which, with a membership of 
(iver 600,000, wotild aeonre a large nind. 

The enthre afternoon aeaaion was 
taken np in diaooadng the Weodbory'' 
Pomeroycontest and was flnallj decid- 
ed in Woodbnry'a favor. There wa« 
much jollifying over the onaeating oi 
Pomeroy aa the vote waa an endorse- 
ment of the previona aotion of the Ren- 
eral of&oeca and the exeontive ooimal. 

Last night a social session waa . held 
with a banquet given by the tiadcc 
nnion of OinoinnMi. 

The opposition to the re-election ol 
the present oflflcers is dying out. 

SAVED SIX HUNDRED DOLLARS. 

Why Tlii<re Will He No Inaugural Ilall 
ThU Vcur ill Iniliana. 

Indianapous, Dec. 10.— Governor- 
elect Mount, hy deciding that then 
shiUl not be an inaugural ball, has saved 
himself aboat |600. The general im- 
jiression has been that the state paid 
the expense incurred by these inaugural 
functions, but investigation shows that 
tlie man iu whose honor it is all done 
must pay the bills. Giovemor ICatthewf 
says that the inangnral ball and recep- 
tion at the time he was inducted into 
office cost him $600. "There ia bo pro* 
vision for the payment by the state of 
such expenses, said he, "and I paid 
the entire bill out of my private funds." 

The governor is also required to settle 
the hills for any reception he may hold 
during his term of office. It ha.s bt>en 
customary for a long time for him tc 
hold a reception for the members of the 
generiil assembly. It costs soinetliing 
like .?1,(X)0 to entertain the law makers, 
but the governors have always submit- 
ted to the custom. 

It has been suggested th.it the legisla- 
ture ouglit to make some pn)visi(m for 
those incidental exix'iises of tin? gov- 
ernor. It has been pointed out that he 
is one of the most poorly-paid officera iu 
the employ of the state. 

SOLICITING PENNY CONTRIBUTIONS. 

I' iiiquc Scheme of a Veteran In Providing 
anpport for the Future. 

LiooMiBR, Ittd., Deo. 16.— Benjamin 
O. Jonea, living near the Wbitley 

county line, has secured several thou- 
sand signers to his uni(iue petition for 
assistance. ,r()ncs is a veteran of the 
late war and poor. He believes that the 
citizens of the republic owe him a debt 
for services rendered his ooontiy, and 
for a month Jonea has been circulating 
a petition, the signers of which pledge 
tlieniselves to jiay him the sum of 1 cent 
iiniuially for liis supiwrt, his estate to be 
divided at deatli among his heirs. 

Jones is tramping fnmi place to place 
obtaining signers and is meeting with 
success. The money is to be mailed to 
.Tones during the month of December iu 
each year, wlien, if liis subscribers are 
pronqjt, the mails will be flooded with 
]xMiny contribatiODa for the Tetenm'a 
support.
